GREENWOOD—1958 


There has been a great deal of interest and active par- 
ticipation in the community health program this year. The 
Child Health Conferences were held in April, May and June. 
Transportation was provided by the sponsoring committee. 


Two adult polio immunization clinics were held at the 
Ekco Tebbets Co., Inc., which included family members who 
had not been previously immunized. 


The school physicals have been completed and parents 
have been contacted or notified of conditions needing 
attention. 


The Audiometer test was given in Grade I and to others 
screened by the teachers. 


Special clinic facilities have been utilized and home 
visits made. 


I wish to thank the American Legion, the American 
Legion Auxiliary, Ekco Tebbets Co., Inc., and all others 
who assisted with the health program.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 4.05, Public 
Laws of 1957, and at your request, the financial records of 
the Town of Greenwood have been audited for the year ended 
December 31, 1958. 


As required by Statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by Chapter 311, 
Public Laws of 1957, have been forwarded to the State De- 
partment of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit as prescribed by the National Committee on Govern- 
mental Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis con- 
sistent with the preceding year and included all procedures 
considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be determined within the scope of the 
examination, the financial transactions of the Town appear 
to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions as 
may be noted in the accompanying comments.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1958 to December 31, 1958 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Green- 
wood has been completed for the municipal year ended 
December 31, 1958. The audit included an examination of 
the financial records maintained by the Assessors, Select- 
men, Tax Collector and Town Treasurer and the town meet- 
ing records of the Town Clerk. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
revealed that available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$1,245.18. Overdrafts and unexpended balances summarized 
as follows: 


Operating Accounts 


Unexpended Balances $4,558.15 

Overdrafts 3,312.96 

Net Unexpended Balances $1,245.18 
Recommendations 


The monthly bank statement should be reconciled with 
the Treasurer’s cash book as well as with the check book 
each month. 


Treasurer’s receipts written for payroll deductions of 
withholding taxes must be offset by entering payments to 
Government Agencies on Treasurer’s warrants. Failure to 
do this results in inflation of the cash balance. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $16,627.07 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the First Portland National Bank, 
Portland, Me. (Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the 
audit date and reconciled with the closing balance. Cash 
receipts and deposits were compared on a monthly basis. 


Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances 
shown on the records. Investments were verified by physical 
examination. Letters of verification were utilized on a 
sample basis and receipts issued after the close of the year 
were reviewed to verify other balances. 
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Reserve and Surplus 


The appropriation account balances at the year end 
totaled $3,739.64 (Exhibit D), representing educational ac- 
count balances carried forward as required by Statute. 


The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to 
$17,898.02, a decrease of $1,895.02 as compared with the 
preceding year. This decrease was occasioned mainly by 
transfers from surplus to pay for new loader, repairs to 
Town Hall and Forest Fire account. Full detail is presented 
in Exhibit C. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


Trust fund principals totaled $1,168.00 while unexpended 
income amounted to $248.80. These were represented by 
time deposits of $1,733.10 with the amount of $316.30 due 
the general fund. 


The examination revealed that trust fund disbursements 
are being made from the general fund checking account, with 
an asset account set up at the year end to show the amount 
due from the trust fund time deposits. It is suggested that 
a transfer be made from trust fund time deposits to the 
general fund to satisfy this account. 


The Fire Protection reserve fund amounted to $447.76 
at the year end. 


General 


The examination of the Town Clerk’s records revealed 
that transfers from surplus to certain operating accounts 
totaling $3,199.17 were authorized by the townspeople. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
External verifications were utilized on a sample basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded assets. Receipts, vouch- 
ers and cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 
Major fluctuations in revenue and expenses were reviewed. 
Bond coverage was reviewed and listed. Excise tax collec- 
tions were verified by examination of the copies of the 
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receipts retained by the Collector. Treasurer’s receipts and 
deposits were analyzed and warrants and bank charges were 
reviewed to determine the accuracy of the Treasurer’s cash 
account. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to the develop- 
ment of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1958, and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


For the second consecutive year the school maintenance 
budget as recommended by your school committee has been 
reduced. In 1957 it was $22,400.00; last year it dropped to 
$22,000.00, and for 1959 the figure being recommended is 
$21,000.00, one thousand less than for last year. During this 
same period high school tuition has risen about two thousand 
dollars but has been offset by an increase in the state fund. 


The chief reason for a decrease last year was because 
over a thousand dollars of a large balance was used. It is 
planned to take some from the present balance for use in 
1959. However, the main reason that it is possible to de- 
crease the amount you need to raise in 1959 is because you 
are operating one less rural school. 


In regard to the closing of the Tubbs School I wish to 
include the following figures. By closing the school the 
saving for 1958-59 school year will be at least $2,300 (see 
below). 


Cost of Teacher $2,555 00 
Fuel and Lights 175 00 
Janitor and Cleaning 120 00 
Supervision 70 00 
Total $2,920 00 

Less Extra Being Paid for

Should you vote to close the school for next year the 
saving could be even greater because it will be necessary to 
figure $3,000.00 or more for a teacher. If all the pupils con- 
tinue to go to the City School, the net saving might be as 
much as $2,800.00. However, because of a large entering 
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class, your committee might decide to send one or two grades 
to West Paris. The tuition for five pupils added to neces- 
sary extra conveyance could cut this saving to about 
$1,600.00. 


The amount needed for repairs will be left for discus- 
sion at the annual meeting. It has been suggested that each 
school room be provided with an additional emergency exit. 
Estimates on this will be ready for your consideration at 
town meeting. 


With the continued support of Ekco Foundation dona- 
tions, it has been possible to maintain school lunches at the 
Locke’s Mills School for another year. This support is 
greatly appreciated by all concerned.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a constable in the Town of Greenwood, 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby di- 
rected to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Greenwood, qualified by law to vote in said town to meet at 
Town Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Mon- 
day the second day of March, 1959, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following articles, to wit:

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Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to pay the mem- 
bers of the school committee for their services for the year 
1958. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum 
to be expended by the State Bureau of Health for local 
services. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction 
under provisions of Sec. 19, Chap. 28 R.S. of 1930 or under 
provisions of Sec. 3, Chap. 289, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 13. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for winter roads, snow removal, sanding, 
etc.

Art. 21. To see what sums per hour the town will vote 
to pay men, trucks, teams and tractors for labor on the town 
roads. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to buy the 
treasurer’s and tax collector’s bonds.

To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
from surplus the sum of $650.00 for outlay on Honor Roll. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to close the Tubbs 
District School. 


To see if the town will vote to purchase an 
adding machine for the use of the treasurer. 


Art. 34. To see what sum the town will vote to pay 
the treasurer for his or her services. 
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Art. 35. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the expense of running the Nor- 
way-Greenwood and Woodstock-Greenwood town lines.

To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for carrying on a Dutch Elm 
Disease Prevention Program as recommended by the Maine 
Forest Service, for the purpose of protecting elm shade 
trees. Two dollars per tree recommended by the Maine 
Forest Service. 


Art. 38. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of the town dump. 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for Civil Defense and Public 
Safety, and to pay expenses of local Civil Defense Directors. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 to pay truck note due Decem- 
ber 31, 1959. 


Art. 41. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for additional improvement to the 
town hall. 


Art. 42. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and Federal Government in control of white pine 
blister rust, in accordance with Revised Statutes Chap. 36, 
Section 69. 


Art. 43. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.
